Beshear 
announces 
$500,000 for now 
Pendleton County 
Ambulance Building 

Governor Steve Beshear has 
announced a $500,000 Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) to 
construct a new building to house ambu¬ 
lances in Pendleton County. The new 
facility will replace the county’s current 
ambulance building, which is inefficient 
and experiences frequent flooding from 
the nearby Licking River. 

“Response time for emergency med¬ 
ical service workers can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death for the citi¬ 
zens they serve,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“This new ambulance building in Pend¬ 
leton County will provide workers with 
the quality facility they need to safely 
and quickly respond to calls, and effec¬ 
tively serve the community.” 

Pendleton County’s current ambu¬ 
lance building is located in downtown 
Falmouth, on a landlocked parcel of 
property in the 100-year flood plain. 
When the building floods, the three 
ambulances housed there must move to 
temporary facilities, and workers are 
forced to leave behind certain equip¬ 
ment due to size, weight, and transport 
logistics. The Licking River bisects the 
county, so when flooding occurs, the 
ambulances must separate so that both 
the northern and southern areas of the 
county are served. This potentially 
leaves one half of the county exposed to 
inadequate services. 

The new ambulance facility will be 
located out of the 500-year flood plain, 
west of Falmouth on KY 330. Its design 
incorporates highly efficient lighting, 
insulation and a computer monitored 
heating and cooling system, all of which 
will save money on energy use. The new 
building will be more than twice the size 
of the current facility, allowing for an 
additional ambulance bay, ample stor¬ 
age for equipment, and a hazardous 
materials decontamination room. It will 
also have accommodations for staff and 
a space to conduct meetings as well as 
Kentucky Board of Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS) mandated trainings. 

“This new ambulance building is a 
great asset for our community,” said 
Rep. Tom McKee. “Nothing is more 
important than providing reliable emer¬ 
gency services to the people of my dis¬ 
trict. My constituents in Pendleton 
County can rest assured that this project 
will keep our ambulance service safe 
from flooding, and provide the depend¬ 
able care we all expect. I want to thank 
the governor, Judge/Executive Henry 
Bertram, and the Pendleton Fiscal Court 
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Falmouth City Council members and 
mayor sworn in for new term

Radon awareness should last year-round 


Governor Steven Beshear, 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services’ Radon Pro¬ 
gram, local health depart¬ 
ments, and the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency are 
urging Kentuckians to learn 
more about the dangers of 
radon, particularly in the 
home. 

“Radon can be a terrible 
threat to public health and is 
a risk factor for lung cancer,” 
said Governor Beshear, who 
proclaimed the January as 
Radon Action Month in 
Kentucky. “It’s extremely 
important to have radon lev¬ 
els tested in your homes and 
schools. In some instances, 
radon exposure can be dead- 

ly” 

Radon is an invisible, 


odorless, radioactive gas that 
occurs naturally in our rocks 
and soils. It enters homes 
through cracks and other 
openings in foundations. 
Any home can have elevated 
levels of radon. The only way 
to know about your home is 
to test. 

The Commonwealth of 
Kentucky has long promoted 
radon tests. When home- 
owners show high levels of 
radon, they are urged to fix 
the problem. Typically, radon 
mitigation systems are 
installed to reduce the radio¬ 
active gas. The systems are 
designed for continuous suc¬ 
tion and exhaust of the gas so 
it doesn’t collect in base¬ 
ments, crawl spaces and other 
places within a home. 


It is estimated that a mil¬ 
lion homes in Kentucky have 
elevated radon levels. Many 
homeowners are not fully 
educated on the link between 
radon and lung cancer there¬ 
by resulting in a small num¬ 
ber of residential mitigations. 
Only about 2,500 mitiga¬ 
tions are done here each year. 
Also, more newly-built 
homes could be constructed 
radon-resistant, if the owner 
requests for the builder to 
put in radon prevention tech¬ 
nologies (radon-resistant new 
construction or RRNC) in 
the design.

Useful winter safety and power outage tips 


According to the National 
Weather Service, extreme cold 
and winter storms in 2013 
resulted in 46 deaths and 
extensive disruptions for 
thousands of families. With 
another cold blast this week, 
the nonprofit Federal Alliance 
for Safe Homes (FLASH) 
offers 21 winter safety and 
power outage tips to keep 
families safe and warm. 
Affordable Ways to 
Protect Your Home 

For as little as $1 per 6’ of 
insulation, you can stop pipes 
from freezing during winter 
and even when the power 
goes out. 

1. Insulate pipes exposed 
to the elements or cold drafts 
with insulating foam. For as 
little as $1 per 6’ of insula¬ 
tion, you can stop pipes from 
freezing and save energy. 

2. Place an insulating 
dome or other covering on 
outdoor faucets and spigots to 
reduce the likelihood of the 
water in your pipes freezing, 
expanding and causing a cost¬ 
ly leak. 

3. Drip faucets to reduce 
the build-up of pressure in the 
pipes. Even if the pipes freeze, 
you have released the pressure 
from the water system reduc¬ 
ing the likelihood of a rup¬ 
ture. If you are going out of 
town, and suspect that tem¬ 
peratures will drop or a power 
outage will occur, turn off the 
water to your home and open 
all of the taps to drain the 
water system. This way you 
won’t return to a frozen, soggy 
mess. 

4. Check for air leaks 
around windows and doors 
using a lit incense stick. If the 
smoke is sucked out of an 
opening, seal the leak with 
caulk, spray foam or weather 
stripping. This will help cut 
down on drafts 


Keep Your Family 
Safe & Warm 

5. Keep a supply of flash¬ 
lights, batteries and a battery- 
powered radio on hand. Do 
not use candles as they pose a 
fire hazard. 

6. After the power goes 
out, make sure to turn off all 
lights but one, to alert you 
when power resumes. 

7. Resist the temptation to 
call 911 for information dur¬ 
ing power outages. Instead 
use your battery-powered 
radio for information. 

8. Keep your car fuel tank 
at least half full as gas stations 
rely on electricity to operate 
their pumps and may not 
have back-up power. 

9. Keep extra cash on 
hand since an extended power 
outage may prevent you from 
withdrawing money from 
ATMs or banks. 

10. Be a snow angel. Vol¬ 
unteer to check on elderly 
neighbors, friends, or relatives 
who may need assistance dur¬ 
ing the outage. 

11. Wear layers of loose 
fitting, lightweight, warm 
clothing rather than one layer 
of heavy clothing. The outer 
garments should be tightly 
woven and water repellent. 
Never burn charcoal for heat¬ 
ing or cooking indoors. 

12. If you are using a gas 
heater or fireplace to stay 
warm, be sure the area is 
properly ventilated. 

13. Arrange ahead of time 
with family, friends, or neigh¬ 
bors for a place to go if you 
have an extended outage. If 
you have nowhere to go, head 
to a designated public shelter. 
Text SHELTER + your ZIP 
code to 43362 (4FEMA) to 
find the nearest shelter in 
your area (example: shelter 

12345) 


Food 

14. Keep a supply of non- 
perishable foods, medicine, 
baby supplies, and pet food 
on hand, and have at least one 
gallon of water per person per 
day on hand. 

15. Avoid opening the 
fridge or freezer. Food should 
be safe as long as the outage 
lasts no more than four hours. 

Generators 

16. Do not run a genera¬ 
tor inside a home or garage. 
Use gas-powered generators 
only in well-ventilated areas. 

17. Follow manufacturer’s 
instructions such as only con¬ 
nect individual appliances to 
portable generators. 

18. Don’t plug emergency 
generators into electric outlets 
or hook them directly to your 
home’s electrical system as 
they can feed electricity back 
into the power lines, putting 
you and line workers in dan¬ 
ger. 

19. Consider purchasing 
and installing a permanent 
home generator with an auto¬ 
matic on switch. 

When Power Returns 

20. When power comes 
back on, it may come back 
with momentary “surges” or 
“spikes” that can damage 
equipment such as computers 
and motors in appliances like 
the air conditioner, refrigera¬ 
tor, washer or furnace. Be sure 
to install a system that con¬ 
sists of point-of-use devices 
and whole surge protection. 

21. When power is 
restored, wait a few minutes 
before turning on major 
appliances to help eliminate 
problems caused from sharp 
increases in demand.

After that, he 
was stationed near Paris, 
Texas, at Camp Maxey. 
Harry and Bernice were 
married on January 7, 1944. 
Bernice went to Texas to be 
with her husband. She 
worked at the St. Joseph 
Hospital in Paris, Texas, as a 
nurse’s aide. When Harry 
received his orders to be 
shipped out, she returned 
home. She was then expect¬ 
ing their first child. 

Harry served in Bel¬ 
gium, France, and Germa¬ 
ny. He fought in the Battle 
of the Bulge and was sent to 
the front line where he was 
captured and held in Stalag 
13, a German prison camp. 
The prisoners were fed only 
grass soup and a little bread 
each day and were made to 
do hard physical labor to 
keep them tired and weak so 
they would not try to 
escape. The barracks where 
they were housed was 
bombed several times. 

Harry and some other 
soldiers made attempts to 
escape twice and were recap¬ 
tured. The third attempt 
was successful. They care¬ 
fully made their way back to 
the American troops by hid¬ 
ing in old buildings and 
often stealing food to stay 
alive. 

He returned home on 
May 8, 1943, just ten days 
before the birth of their first 
child. He promised Bernice 
in each letter to her that he 
would come home safely in

time for the baby to be 
born. That child was a boy, 
and they named him James. 
James was followed in 1946 
by a sister, Cheryl. Then in 
1949 another sister, Paula, 
arrived and finally in 1936, 
a brother, Mark, joined the 
family. 

The family moved to 
Pendleton County in June 
1956 just outside of Butler. 
The kids all attended the 
Butler Grade School and 
graduated from Pendleton 
County High School. The 
family joined the Butler 
Methodist Church in 1956 
and still attend there. Harry 
worked for the C&O Rail¬ 
road for 40 years before 
retiring. Bernice began 
working at the Butler School 
cafeteria in the late 1960’s 
and then worked at the 
Northern Elementary cafe¬ 
teria until 1984 when she 
retired. She enjoyed all 
those children’s faces each 
day and spending time with 
her co-workers. 

Harry and Bernice, who 
are known by almost every¬ 
one as “Pops and Granny- 
Bird,” now have, in addition 
to their four children, 14 


grandchildren, 33 great¬ 
grandchildren, and two 
great-great-grandchildren. 

Harry and Bernice will 
both tell you marriage is a 
wonderful gift if you choose 
the right person, commit, 
have faith, and wait on the 
Good Lord for directions. 
They both made a wonder¬ 
ful choice and will celebrate 
their 71st Wedding Anni¬ 
versary on January 7, 2015!! 

Bernice had a stroke a 
while back and is not able to 
do many of the home duties. 
Happily, these are left for 
Harry. During our talk, she 
almost shed a tear and com¬ 
mented that she really hated 
for Harry to do all the work. 
Harry just smiled and com¬ 
mented, “She would do the 
same for me.” Bernice 
returned with a smile with, 
“We took each other for 
better or worse, and he gets 
better every day.” 

P.S. The Harry and Ber¬ 
nice Kyle Family is a good 
example to our failing soci¬ 
ety of how to make a pat¬ 
tern of what a home, mar¬ 
riage, parent, neighbor, 
friend, and faith in God 
should be. TAKE NOTE!!

Your message can be as 
simple as requesting your 


state representative and state 
senator to support a com¬ 
prehensive heroin bill. They 
don’t need to know what 
you know; they just need to 
know that you care. If you 
want to go into more detail 
take the time to educate 
yourself and do so. Those of 
you who are computer savvy 
can email your legislators by 
going to: http://www.lrc. 
ky.gov/whoswho/email.htm 
There are currently six 
pre-filed heroin related bills 
before our state legislature. 
Experts in the field of addic¬ 
tion tell me that none of 
them are perfect. As you 
read in recent editions of 
this paper, Attorney General 
and gubernatorial candidate 
Jack Conway and candidate 
for attorney general Andy 
Beshear both call for our 
representatives and senators 
to combine these bills and 
create comprehensive hero¬ 
in legislation that addresses 
expanded access to naloxone 
that will save lives, they seek 


increased detox and treat¬ 
ment for those suffering 
from the disease of addic¬ 
tion and they call for stiffer 
penalties applied to preda¬ 
tory traffickers of heroin. In 
my opinion, this is bare 
minimum but it is a lot bet¬ 
ter than the nothing they 
gave us last session. 

This is a short session. 
There’s a lot at stake. If each 
person reading this calls 
1-800-372-7181 I am con¬ 
fident that our public ser¬ 
vants will act and act 
responsibly and in doing so 
lives will be saved.

Public prosecutors and 
public defenders in Kentucky 
may qualify for student loan 
forgiveness through the John 
R. Justice Grant program, 
administered by the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 
Applications must be post¬ 
marked or received by Jan. 6. 
The maximum award is $663. 
Awards are paid directly to the 
lender. 

Eligible attorneys include 
prosecutors and public defend¬ 
ers who are full-time employ¬ 
ees of the Commonwealth or a 
local government. Attorneys 
who supervise, educate or train 
prosecutors and defenders are 
also eligible. 

Funding is available for 


loan forgiveness for 48 attor¬ 
neys for the 2014-2015 fiscal 
year. Three prosecutors and 
three public defenders will be 
chosen from each of the seven 
state Supreme Court districts, 
and three prosecutors and 
three public defenders with 
statewide responsibilities will 
be chosen. Recipients are cho¬ 
sen based on their loan-to- 
income ratio and total student 
loan debt. 

Funds for this loan forgive¬ 
ness program are provided by 
the U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice, working with agencies in 
each state and the District of 
Columbia. KHEAA has 
received a grant for this fiscal 
year. Continued funding of 
the program is contingent 


upon the availability of federal 
dollars. 

Applicants must sign 
three-year service agreements 
and have annual salaries of less 
than $55,000. Prior-year 
recipients must reapply but do 
not have to sign another ser¬ 
vice agreement if selected.

Wildcats win three over holiday break

As the calendar flips over 
to 2015, the Wildcats bas¬ 
ketball team finds itself sit¬ 
ting with an even 7-7 
record. Following a 1-3 
showing highlighted by nar¬ 
row defeats and the loss of a 
key player to injury to close 
out 2014 at the Berea Invi¬ 
tational, the Cats rebound¬ 
ed to claim a pair of impres¬ 
sive wins to begin the new 
year. 

Pendleton County trav¬ 
eled south on Dec. 27 to 
compete in the Berea Invita¬ 
tional and squared off first 
against Region 13 power¬ 
house Harlan County. 
Despite a solid first half that 
saw the Cats go into the 
locker room with the lead, 
Harlan County was able to 
execute its offense down the 
stretch and came away with 
a 63-55 win. Junior Michael 
Antrobus led three Wildcats 
in double-figures with a 
team-high 16 points. Hunt¬ 
er Wood added 14 points, 
four assists and three steals 
while eighth grader Dontaie 
Allen finished with 13 
points. 

“We lost to a very good 
team that could very well 
win its region and play in 
the Sweet Sixteen,” said 
head coach Keaton Belcher. 
“We had a lead at halftime 
and trailed by just one to 
open the fourth quarter but 
Harlan County just made 
more plays at the end.” 

The following day the 
Cats rebounded to gain a 
narrow one-point win over 
Estill County, 50-49. Pend¬ 
leton County came out on 
top in a thrilling contest 
that saw multiple lead 
changes throughout. Hunt¬ 
er Wood, despite suffering a 
shoulder injury; played 
through the pain and con¬ 
tributed numerous key plays 
down the stretch to help the 
Cats secure the win. Wood 
finished with 10 points, 
four assists and four 
rebounds. Dontaie Allen 
chipped in with 16 points 
and seven rebounds. 

“We gutted out a tough 
win over a rugged team. It 
was good for us to pull out a 
close game, and Hunter was 
huge for us down the 
stretch,” said Belcher. 

The Cats third opponent 
of the tournament would be 
Garrard County. And the 
result of this contest proved 
to devastating on two fronts, 
not only did the Wildcats 
find themselves on the los¬ 
ing end of a 59-58 overtime 
defeat, but the team also 
saw Dontaie Allen go down 
for what is expected to be a 
season-ending injury. 

Allen suffered a broken 
left wrist during the second 
quarter in which he was 
unintentionally undercut 
following an attempt to 
grab an offensive rebound. 
Allen tried to brace himself 
as he landed using his left 
hand to support his fall 
which resulted in the injury. 
Allen, to that point, had 
been the Cats leading scorer 
averaging 12 points per con¬ 
test. Hunter Wood also sat 
out due to a shoulder injury 
he sustained in the Estill 
County game. Patrick 
McCain led the Cats with 
17 points, while Hunter Lea 
collected a double-double

with 14 points and 15 
rebounds. 

“It was tough adjusting 
to not having Hunter and 
Dontaie due to injury. I was 
proud of our guys for step¬ 
ping up and competing 
after falling behind 11-0 to 
begin the game. We also 
made a huge comeback in 
overtime after getting 
behind by six to tie the 
game,” said Belcher. 

The Wildcats concluded 
their stay in Berea with a 
matchup against Whitley 
County. Pendleton County 
got off to a hot start through 
the first eight minutes but 
things quickly went down¬ 
hill after that. Despite a 
strong effort put in by Tan¬ 
ner Daugherty, who fin¬ 
ished with 19 points and 
five rebounds, the Cats shot 
just 39 percent (19 for 48) 
from the floor to fall 54-47. 

“A sloppy final three 
quarters and too many turn¬ 
overs was too much for us to 
overcome,” commented 
Belcher. 

Last Friday, Jan. 2., the 
Cats returned home looking 
to get revenge against bor¬ 
der rival Bracken County 
on “Alumni Night.” The 
Polar Bears knocked off the 
Cats on Dec. 19 with a 
buzzer-beater victory and a 
44 point performance by 
sophomore Austin Craw¬ 
ford. With a near capacity 
crowd in attendance, the 
Cats turned in one their fin¬ 
est outings of the season 
with a lopsided 65-46 win. 
The Wildcats were locked 
in on defense throughout 
the game and hounded the 
-shooting Crawford 
on nearly every possession. 
Solid outside shooting 
enabled the Cats to gain a 
24-11 lead in the second 
quarter as Crawford was 
limited to just one point in 
the first half. 

As the second half began, 
the Wildcats quickly 
expanded the lead to 19 and 
never looked back while 
dominating the Polar Bears 
on the glass. Hunter Wood 
knocked down 12 of 13 free 
throws and finished with a 
career high 23 points. 


Michael Antrobus added 19 
points and Hunter Lea 
chipped in with nine points 
and 13 rebounds. The Cats 
defense limited Crawford to 
a season-low five points on 
just one of five from the 
floor. 

“We were focused defen¬ 
sively throughout the entire 
game. Our gameplan was to 
try to frustrate Crawford by 
double-teaming him every- 
time he caught the ball. I 
was extremely proud of our 
effort in holding him to five 
points,” said Belcher. 

Pendleton County evened 
its record last Saturday, Jan. 
3rd with a 54-43 win over 
Holy Cross at the Cooper 
New Year’s Classic held at 
Cooper High. Holy Cross 
entered the game ranked 
seventh in the Kentucky 
Enquirer’s NKY Coaches 
poll. Michael Antrobus led 
the Cats with 24 points, 
Tanner Daugherty added 12 
points and Hunter Lea fin¬ 
ished with 11 points and 10 
rebounds. 

“I was proud of our effort 
coming off an emotional 
win the night before. In the 
past two games we have led 
for 62 of the possible 64 
minutes, and I think that 
speaks volumes about the 
players’ focus and poise. We 
did a great job closing out 
the game against a very 
good team,” commented 
Belcher. 

The Cats were scheduled 
to take on Robertson Coun¬ 
ty on Tuesday, January 6. 
That game has been 
rescheduled until February 
2. The team travels to take 
on Bishop Brossart Wednes¬ 
day, Jan. 7. Tip-off is at 7:30 
p.m. The week will con¬ 
clude with a Saturday after¬ 
noon matchup at Burgin. 
As the season enters the 
midway point, coach 
Belcher continues to stress 
the importance of his play¬ 
ers’ maximizing their min¬ 
utes.

Have you decided to 
start the New Year by 
becoming more active?

• Set Realistic Goals - 
Plan to start slowly, for 
example 20 minutes of 
walking, three days a week. 
Gradually build up to 30 
minutes, five days a week. If 
you have not been active 
and start with a 30 minute 
or longer routine, it is likely 
that you will be sore and 
will not want to continue 
exercising. Go slowly and 
build up to the recom¬ 
mended time. 

• Use different remind¬ 
ers - Plan a time to exercise. 
You can do this by writing 
it down or putting it on a 
calendar just like any other 
appointment. It helps to 
make sure you met your 
goals every week, too. 

• Set up a (non-food) 
reward system - When you 
meet a goal, make sure to 
do something for yourself. 
Perhaps you watch a movie 
or have your nails done. It 
is a small treat to remind 
you how far you have come. 

• Find a buddy or a class 
- Sometime it is hard to get 
motivated, especially in the 
cold weather. If you have a 


buddy or go to a class, you 
will have encouragement to 
keep going! 

• Start slowly - Do not 
try to do too much, too 
fast. Even 10 minutes of 
walking two times a day is 
helpful. Then you can slow¬ 
ly reach the recommended 
goal which is 30 minutes a 
day for at least five days a 
week. 

• Just walk — If you start 
walking, wearing a pedom¬ 
eter can help in setting and 
reaching goals. Each day 
you will be able to see how 
many steps you have taken. 
One mile is equal to about 
2,000 steps. The recom¬ 
mendation is that you 
should reach about 10,000 
steps each day. 

• Use whatever gets you 
going - Hand held devices 
can be a good source for 
peppy music and motiva¬ 
tion. If you like music, use 
a small handheld radio. A 
portable musical device can 
also help you to time how 
long you are exercising. 

Starting a new excise 
routine may be hard. By 
following these tips you are 
more likely to enjoy what 
you are doing and will stick 
with it well past the start of 
the New Year!

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Myths about exercise 


There is certainly a lot 
of information about exer¬ 
cise available. It can be 
found on TV, in magazines 
or newspapers, on the 
Internet and even on the 
radio. With so much infor¬ 
mation out there, it can 
sometimes be hard to tell 
the fact from the fiction. 
Here are 10 common exer¬ 
cise myths and why they are 
not true. 

• Exercise always burns 
a lot of calories and I will 
lose weight. It is certainly 
true that doing any type of 
exercise for 30 minutes will 
burn more calories than sit¬ 
ting on the couch for 30 
minutes. However, it just 
may not be as many calories 
as you thought, if you are 
able to walk one mile at a 
fairly fast pace, you will 
burn about 90 to 110 calo¬ 
ries. That is the amount of 
calories in one banana. Exer¬ 
cise does have many health 
benefits and can certainly 
help in keeping your weight 
steady. To lose weight, it is a 
combination of physical 
activity and watching how 
many calories you eat. Just 
because you are active, does 
not mean you can have an 
extra helping of ice cream! 

• Sit-ups are a good way 
to reduce belly fat and get 
six-pack abs. Doing sit ups, 
or crunches, on a regular 
basis is a great way to tight¬ 
en the stomach muscles and 
even trim the waistline. 
However, the fat that may 
be covering the muscles 
probably will not move 
from sit-ups and crunches 
alone. In order to burn the 
fat around the middle, you 
will need more than just sit- 
ups, a full exercise routine 
will be important along 
with consuming fewer calo¬ 
ries. 

• After exercising, you 
will keep burning extra cal¬ 
ories all day long. After 
exercise your body does 
burn more calories. This 
continues for only about 30 
- 43 minutes and only 
burns about 10 extra calo¬ 
ries. After that, the body 
goes back to burning calo¬ 
ries at the normal rate. 

• Just 15 minutes of 
exercise, three days a week, 
is enough to stay 
healthy. This was the rec¬ 
ommendation in the 1960s 
but today we know that is 
not enough. The recom¬ 
mendation is at least 
twohours and 30 minutes 


of physical activity every 
week. You should not exer¬ 
cise all at one time or even 
in two days. The recom¬ 
mendation is 30 minutes a 
day for at least 5 days a 
week. 

• Aerobic (cardio) fit¬ 
ness is more important than 
muscular fitness. A walk in 
the morning and night is 
not quite enough to get all 
the health benefits need¬ 
ed. Aerobic (cardio) activity 
such as walking, jogging 
and biking should be done 
on at least five days of the 
week and muscular strength 
training, such as weightlift¬ 
ing, should be done on at 
least two days a week. Mus¬ 
cular fitness is important 
for the prevention of sarco- 
penia and osteoporosis. 

• Stretch before you 
exercise. Warming-up 
before you start exercising is 
important. It does not have 
to include stretching. Actu¬ 
ally, people get the most 
benefit from stretching and 
are less likely to get hurt 
after they have warmed up. 
It is more important to 
stretch after you exercise 
rather than before. 

• The best time to exer¬ 
cise is first thing in the 
morning. If you like to 
sleep in, this is great news. 
You will receive the same 
benefits from exercise no 
matter what time of the day 
you decide to do it. You 
should find a time that 
works best for you so that 
you will be more likely to 
keep exercising. 

• If you exercise, you 
need less sleep than those 
who do not exercise. It is 
actually the opposite. When 
you are exercising regularly 
the body needs to sleep so 
that it can restore muscles 
and recover from the hard 
work that you have done. 

• You need to join a gym 
or have a personal trainer to 
get benefits from exercise. 
Many people who sign up 
for a gym membership or 
hire a personal trainer stop 
using them fairly quickly. 
Motivation is hard when it 
comes to exercise. The best 
motivation is to find an 
exercise that you enjoy. If 
you enjoy the exercise, you 
will be more likely to stick 
with it!
